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I thought it might be interesting for 
you all to read a little more about 
what it’s like for the club looking af- 
ter our players from a player perfor- 
mance and strength and conditioning 
perspective during the unusual cir- 
cumstances of an enforced break due 
to covid like we have been through 
recently. 


Firstly, it's probably worthwhile men- 
tioning that we Nave been quite lucky, 
not with the fact we have had these 
breaks, but more in the fact that we 
have had very minimal numbers of 
actual cases, and more impact from 
close contacts — the silver lining to a 
frustrating cloud! 


With this in mind it means that we are 
quite flexible in what we can actually 
do with the players whilst they are 
away from the club briefly. 


Obviously any athlete who has tested 
positive has to rest and recover but for 
all those who aren’t in that bracket, 
we can still keep ticking Over despite 
not being in for our regular training. To 
do this we follow a very similar plan to 
what we did during the first lockdown 
last summer when we were initially 
unsure if we would be returning to 
play or not. 


This plan is to give the players sessions 
they can do away from the club that 
would be relatively similar, in terms 

of work load and volume, to what we 
would do in the normal sessions. 


This is where our partnership with SPT 
and the GPS tracking system comes in. 


We wear these every training session 
as well as match days, and this gives 
us a good idea of various key bits of 
information such as total distance, 
sprint efforts, sprint meters and 
work rate to name a few, for how the 
sessions look from a performance 
perspective. 


Interpreting this data correctly and 
then producing training sessions that 
they can do individually that recreate 
these elements is the key to maintain- 
ing at least our conditioning without 
having to bring everyone in. 


SO as you can see, a lot of different 
elements contribute towards keep- 
ing our athletes ready to hit the field 
running as soon as they’re Dack in 
with minimal disruption and minimal 
catching up to do. 
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DF: Josh, it’s been a weird build- 
up to this one with a couple of 
postponements in the past few 
weeks. How has the last few 
weeks been for you? 


JG: We have had a bit of down- 
time Dut been tasked with some 
stuff to do away from the club, to 
keep those who can go out ticking 
over. Obviously we’ve had quite 

a few isolating who NRaven’t been 
able to do a great deal other than 
maybe a bit in their garden. It’s a 
bit stop-start, it'd have been nice 
carrying on the momentum from 
the Swinton and Halifax game 
but now the main focus is to get 
everyone back to training and 
then back to playing. 


DF: Among all the feelings that 
go into not being able to play, 
where does frustration rank 

in that and especially after an 
improved performance against 
Halifax three weeks ago? 


JG: It is frustrating as we started 
to play the way we want to. That 
has been disrupted due to a few 
positive cases. It’s not great anda 
few of the lads were feeling a bit 
under the weather so they have to 
follow the Return to Play proto- 
col. We do have to think about 
the welfare of them, it’s not like 
they’ve just had a couple of weeks 
off as a few Nave had it pretty 
badly. Hopefully they can pick 

up where they left off when they 
come back. 


DF: We have blown hot and cold 
throughout 2021, it’s fair to say. 
How do you rate the season so 
far, both on a team and individu- 
al level? 


JG: We have been inconsistent, 
with a couple of breaks in there 
with COVID, so it has been stop- 
start. We have had to deal with 
injuries too, which is something 
that will always happen, and I’ve 
had a couple of weeks on the side- 
line. The spine of the team has 
been chopped and changed but 
the last two games Nave seen us 
build some confidence. Earlier on 


in the year, we were getting 
frustrated and things weren’t 
coming off. We had a few loss- 
es and a tough run of games 
halfway through the year so all 
of that combined. We'’re start- 
ing to build a bit of confidence 
and things are starting to 
come off which is nice. Off the 
back of that, we hope to win 
some games and keep playing 
even better to put ourselves 
in a better picture than what 
we’re in currently. 


DF: We take on Oldham today, 
who are scrapping for their 
Championship lives. We’Il 
have to be on our game to 
take the victory won’t we? 


JG: Everyone in the league, on 
their day, is competitive. It de- 
pends who turns up. Oldham 
have had some improved per- 
formances recently. They’ll be 
strong up the middle as they 
always are and we need to be 
on our best form to overcome 
it. We need to be at our best to 
get the win and start building 
more confidence.

Oldham come into today’s Round 17 
Betfred Championship game aiming 
to record a league victory for the first 
time since early May. 


The Roughyeds will be hoping to end 
the 2021 season with a flourish after 
a dificult 2021 which has seen just 
two league wins for the Greater Man- 
chester side. Brendan Sheridan’s side 
enjoyed a decent start to the season, 
beating Barrow Raiders in the first 
round of the Challenge Cup before 
exiting the competition a week later 
at the hands of Swinton Lions. 


The Roughyeds have struggled since 
an opening day victory over the LI- 
ons, a week after their cup defeat, a 
singular victory over Halifax Panthers 
in Round four followed back-to-back 
defeats. Former Oldham head coach 
Matt Diskin was relieved of his duties 
at the end of July after nine successive 
league defeats. 


Brendan Sheridan, Diskin’s assistant 
has resumed the role of interim head 
coach, with former Leeds Rhinos and 
Toronto Wolfpack chief Brian McDer- 
mott having arrived at the club asa 
coaching consultant. Oldham came 
close to a first win under Sheridan’s 
guidance last time out but were left 
with a draw against basement club 
Swinton Lions after the visitors surren- 
dered a first-half lead. 


Prop forward Tyler Dupree excelled in 
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the first half 
as the former 
Leeds man’s 
doubled gave 
the Roughyeds 
a O-12 lead at 
the break. 


Swinton 
responded 
almost imme- 
diately in the 
second half, 
Lewis Hatton 
powered over 
from close 
range aftera 
short pass from 
Luke Waterworth. Lloyd Roby ex- 
tended the visitor’s lead to 6-16 with 
a score on the left-hand side shortly 
after the Swinton score. 





Swinton responded with two convert- 
ed scores of their own and lead for 
the first time after a second try from 
Hatton and a Mike Butt effort in the 
left corner. Oldham then scored again 
to regain their lead. Swinton’s Deane 
Meadows went in for the hostsbut 
Ridyard couldn’t continue his perfect 
day from the tee as both sides were 
left wanting more than a 22-22 stale- 
mate. 


Oldham interim head coach Brendan 
Sheridan is still on the search for his 
first win as Oldham chief since his 
appointment in late July. The Roughy- 
eds have improved since Matt Diskin’s 
departure as head coach, narrowly 
missing out 20-30 to London before 
last weekend’s draw against Swinton 
has encouraged the Oldham faithful. 


Oldham will see Sheffield as a good 
target for their first win under Sheri- 
dan’s leadership, with today’s visitors 
only losing narrowly in the return fix- 
ture at Bower Fold in June by 28-32.

Former Bradford Bulls forward Liam Kirk is 
likely to feature within the Oldham pack this 
afternoon. 


Kirk, a product of the Bradford Bulls academy 
system left the West Yorkshire club ahead of 
the 2021 season for Oldham. 


The 6ft 4 prop has contributed two tries in his 
first season at the club and will be hoping his 
performances can help resurrect Oldham in 
their relegation fight.

The 2022 Betfred Challenge 
Cup Final will be played 
at the Tottenham Hotspur

Australia. 


The Betfred Chal- 
lenge Cup Final 
will then return to 
Wembley Stadium 
in 2023. That will 
be the 80th Chal- 
lenge Cup Final 
at Wembley since 
the bold deci- 
sion to take the 
game’s show- 
piece occasion 


to the capital for the first time in 1929. 


Ralph Rimmer, the RFL Chief Execu- 
tive, said: “It’s fantastic news for the 
sport to be able to confirm Betfred as 
title partners for the Men’s, Women’s 
and Wheelchair Challenge Cups for 
two more years — and to take our 
traditional showpiece to a magnifi- 
cent new venue at the Tottenham 
Hotspur Stadium in 2022 before we 
return to Wembley in 2023. 


“We were thrilled when Betfred 
extended their significant involve- 
ment in Rugby League to include the 
Challenge Cups in 2021. It came ata 
time of considerable uncertainty for all 
sport and has been crucial in allowing 
us to enjoy three memorable Betfred 
Challenge Cup campaigns, with all 
they mean to Rugby League commu- 
nities - with St Helens victorious both 
in the Women’s competition in June 
and again at Wembley last month 
when they beat Castleford in a com- 
pelling final and a superb occasion. 


“For 2022 we were unable to find a 
space in the schedule that worked for 
both the RFL’s and BBC’s desire to 
play the Final earlier in the year. We 
are sure that Rugby League support- 
ers and players will be excited by the 
prospect of experiencing the Betfred 
Challenge Cup Final at a new venue 
in the Tottenham Hotspur Stadium 
in 2022, with a return to the event’s 
spiritual home at Wembley in 2023.

Tournament organisers faced 
several unique and complex 
challenges with the most 

significant being the non-re- 

lease of up to 400 players, 
match officials and staff 
members from the NRL 
competition in Australia. 


This is despite all requests 
from international rug- 
by league federations 
having been met which 
included the rigorous 
health measures that 
have been keeping 
thousands of elite 
athletes from around 
the world safe whilst 
competing in major 





sporting events across the UK over the 
last year. 


Ultimately this decision has been det- 
rimental to the plans and ambitions 
of many of the competing nations 
and potential replacement teams. 


A key factor was ensuring that fans of 
Rugby League are able to enjoy the 
best possible tournament, which was 
not possible under these circumstanc- 
es. 


We are working hard to confirm new 
tournament arrangements including 
ticket details and availability and will 
be providing updates as soon as can. 
Fans can sign-up to receive postpone- 
ment updates, including new dates 
and schedule here. 


“Today is a challenging moment for 
everyone involved in Rugby League, 
but most importantly the players and 
fans of the competing nations. 


Ultimately, time and competing priori- 
ties from others forced us to make the 
most difficult decision in our six-year 
history. However, we and the sport of 
Rugby League are resilient, and next 
year we will deliver our vision of the 
biggest and best Rugby League World 
Cup ever.
